The 30th was speut in |
recovering wrecked stuff, geitlng a boller,
which belonged to the contractor's party, and
the sbip's coudenser on shore. Searcling par-
ties for water were also doetalled. This day

THE DAILY RATIONS,

Rations of feal, turtle, potatoes, onions, and
bread served out; the three last to Keeop them
from spoiling., November 6, Suuday, the craw
mustered nud held gervice. Kot the lirst gouey,
l’).'tt!ll..‘l_\' mwnde s sppearaoce, sud the nexy
day thirty men were on the rick e, aud the
surgeon without mediclnes with which o trewt
them, No rucecss vet io finding water, Much
raivy weasther.,  All the  contaipers filled
with rain  water, On the %h eaptured
five fturtles. At this time matters were
becoming qguite settled. Tish wus canght for
the first tme on the 11th, Birdes were captoced
at night, to prevent alarming the flocks, and
ten were served ont at each meal. Sunday, 13th,
mustered for service. This feature was ob
perved on ench Sabbath during the stay on the
feland, and ovly light work engwsged io for the
purpose of keeping the minds employed; two
meals o day wore gerved —breakiagst at half-past
9, and dinuer at balf-past 6 o'clock.

RATIONS DECREASED,

On December 18 the seal ration was cut down
to one a day. Fish were guite abundaut at this
tipe; eome of them were most dellcious.
Pecember 22, experienced a heavy gala from
the west, which cansed a heavy surt, washing
awny the bosts, aud cansed the blocks uader the
fintboat’s frume to gettie. All hands out ceenring
the boats and moving the flatbhost framoe farther
up on the beach. One ounce of flour a day now
served.

RELIEF EXPECTED,

On the 24 of Janaary Captain Sleard stated to
the officers that he sbonld now look for o veasel
to relieve them, He had reckoned the number
of days the boat would be upon the passage to
the Sandwich Islande, the pomber of davs be-
fore a ehip could be smarted, aud the dayvs’ pas-
sage to Ltha island, and should pot give up hopes
until the middle of the month,

THE KEW ROAT PROGRESSING,

On the 34 all hands were varlousiy employed
on the big boat, taking the saila used for tents
and preparing them for the boat.

The Geld Productien of CUnilferaln and
Anstiralin.

The Ean Franclseco Bullelin of February 7
contalred the followlng luteresting and instrae-
tive statisiles In relsilon to the history of Cali-
forpin and Australin: —

“I'he eimllarity of mining operations In the
Avetrallan colonles o those In Californla, both
in respect Lo origin and progress, is remarkable.
Gold was dircovered bere in 1548, and there in
14561, From the 10th of June to the end of De-
cember, 1851, the quantity of gold obtaiged In
Vietoria, the first six months after Ita discovery,
was M5 414 ounces, Duorlog 1852 the miners
pecured D208 780 ounces of gold, valued ot
#44 575,040; and in the year 1858 the guantity
obinlped was 23085 (8 pucces, amounting to
#50.719.820, This was the lurgest vield of any
one year in the hlstory of the Vietoria gold
The decline in production commenced
the following vear, 1857, aod coutiuned each
vear tll 1808, when there was an iucrease of
208,811 onnees over that of 1807

“The result of minlog operations In 1868 was
1,607 498 ounces, valued at $38,140.000. The
totel quantity of gold recelved o Victoria from
18561 to 1868 —elghteen yeara—was 835,5668450
ounces, valued at 8711,569,000,

OUTRAGES IN NORTH CAROLINA.

An Evglpeer and twoe Firemen Shet on n Rall-
rond Truln—Extraerdioary Ku:-Klux Deon-
ment.

Ravreten, Feb. 10.—A most diabolical ontrage
oceurred here about three miles from this ciyy
on the Greenville and Colambia Rallroad. As
the regular paseenger traln which left this eity
verterday for Greenville neared $mith's Braneh,
at Ex-Gribble, the engineer observed a man
walking on the trestlework armed with a doable-
barreled lholﬂl .  When the traln came up
with bim he step off the track and, delibe-
rately drawlog his gun to his shoulder. dis-
charged both barrels at Lhe engineer and fireman
in rapid succeesion. The ongineer, who had
po idea the villain was in earpest when he
levelled the gun at him, stood and received,
the contemts of the gun full In the
fuce, not even moving his head within the car-
riage im rear of the engine. Both his eyes were
destroyed, avd the buckshot with which the
zun wis loaded are sald to have penetrated the
aln.  Both the firemen were also badly
wounded. The traln was at once stopped and
reversed. and as it put back towards the city the
as assin slood coolly reloading his gun, but did
not make any other attempt to fire. The ¢m-
ployes on the train bvinf unarmed, made no
attempt to arrest the villain. The englneer will
die, aud the firemen are badly wounded, The
outrage created the most lotense excitement
smoog the pnssengers.

BOsSS TWEED'S DIAMOND,

Romantic Histery of One of the Brightest
‘ Gemn In the Werld.
A few

enrs ago Bill Tweed was glad to gel
an oceasional job at ];luterlng. but now Willlam
M. Tweed, by a timely alliance with Tammany
and Jim Fisk, s wonz a million, Now that he
ia rich and powerful he bas more frieads than
before, aud some disloterested ones among them
Hnld #15,500 for a diamond, which they gave

im on Christmas. The Jewelers' Circular calls
it, “without doubt, the finest diamond in this
country,” and says:—

About the year 1602 an agent of the celebrated
diamond house of Giorami Rlcardo, of Vienoa,
discovered this jewel ln an anclent clty In the
loterior of Indla, and with much difficalty for-
warded It to hile houege in Vienna. At this thine
the stone welghed 211§ carats, and was cat on
the face only, as was the gnstom in those days,
which were before the art of dlamond-cutting
had reached anything like the perfection of
modern times. Thinklng, therefore, to enhance
both jts beauty and its value, Sig. Ricardo set
his most skilful lapidaries to work upon it, and
in the year 1611 it was delivered in a perfect
state, and thus ucﬂulred an entirely new char-
acter of quality and splendor. If it were bean-
tiful before, it was now glorious beyond the
reach of words to deseribe it. The cutting,
however, reduced its weight to 105{ carats,
and, potwithstanding the skill and care be-
stowed uron it, there was a flaw near the
edge of it, although It was perceptible only
to connolstenrs. In this state it was sold o a
certain Kussian nobleman who had the misfor-
tune to Incur the displeasure of the Rassian
Court, and was exiled to 8iberia in consequonce,
He carrled the jewel with him In his weary

ourney avd long Imprisonment. It stood him
n good stead, however, at last, for It helped to
gecure hls freedom, although in what manner
does pot transplre. In 1735 the diamond passed
Into the hands of a Freuch marguts, who was a
vergon in high favor at the French Counrt. 80 he

ept it unill he mysteriously vanished nnd was
lost sight of for some time. But presently io
Baden Baden there appeared at the gamhbling
tables this distingulshed pobleman. After gam-
bling all his other property, he staked this dla-
mond and lost, and then drew his pistol aod
blew out his brains.

In the year 1741, aller once more passing
into the ;Iln.-lmlon of a Russian, it tarned up
sgain In Parls, and was this time owned by a
celebrated denler, who put a fabulous price
upon It, notwithstanding which he sold It (o
French noble, who hought It as a present for
one of the court beauties, It remained in
France untll 1792, and then travelled to Eog-
lund, when It was discovered that the edges
were flightly broken and chipped. It was in-
closed, however, In an elaborate settlng, and
worn in a bracelet upon the arm of a heautiful
woman, when short sleeves were in fashlon, and
it had room sud lelsure Lo show off 1ts splendor
and the loveliness of the lady’s arm Lo supreme

advantage. In 1818 it amaln chaoged
bhands, and was bonght by one of the
richest baronets in Fuogland, who wore It

in & riog on the first fluger, as was then the
fasblon of gevtlewen of distinetlon.

Letter from Dr. Vioeton te President Grant,

TrINITY PARISH, NEW YORK, CrLeERsY ROOMS,
Tamsiry Caveen, Feb, 8, 18Ti.—My Doar Geneeal:
—]1 have just retarned from Nassau, N. I, where 1
escored Mrs, Vinton for health, leaviag her there
for the winter and spring months, This voyage has
occasioned reflections and converas'lons on the
question of mcquiring San Domingo Island as a
sanitarfum, The univeraal wish of the Americans
at Nassau was for a resort on Anwefrcan soll in the
West Indles for the beneflt of lnvallds, expressed (o
a lopging for the success of your efforts Lo secare the
Island of San Domingo. But this motive Is sacond-
ary to the great political and commercial advan-
tages, In conversivg with her Britann'c Majesty's
Governor (Walker) of Nasgau, he sald to me that he
earnestly hoped that the Unlved States would secare
the lsland of San Domingo for the twolold reason—

¥irst—That our civilization and culture would
redeem the society of the West Indles, and,

Second—That the soll and prodactions of that
{sland, surpassing those of any otaer, not excepting
Cubga, wonld enrich our country beyond any oost
that ita ascquisition would demand. Governor
Walker has been foriy-one yeara in the West [ndies,
and |s about to returu home to enjoy retirement on
his pension, His eulogy on San Domingo was gaalls
fed, Another view of the lmportance of secriring
the lsland was suggested by & talk with an iotelil-
gent sea captaln, with the chart belore us, with
soundings, ete. He polnteid out that, supposing the
ship capal be made through the Isthmus of Panama,
the diréect route from Asia to Karope must be
through the channels on elther side of San Do-
mingo, which accordingly must become the great
entrepot between these quarters of the world,

it will gtrike you forclbly that an island so rich, &8s
fertile, 80 badly ruled, and so carelessly cultivated
will certainly fall inso the hands of some people of
the Usucasian race, of some governwent wise
enough to hold it.

Thelr weapons were
Ingpected by experis, Lo lscover I
any  Lrace of blood exisied upon
them, and they were called upon to give
written certificates of their whereabouts on the
evening of the assanlt. Nor were thess mea-
sures mere formmhities, as [ have abundant rea-
gon o know that they were stricly and literally
execuled in the houses of high and low alike.
A preat deal of the traflic and the social lnters
course of a vast clty has actually been sna-
